TUMULTOUS WELCOME IS GIVEN MACARTHUR IN MELBOURNE 


Jap Heavy Cruiser 
Is Sunk by Bombers 
Of United Nations

General Douglas MacArthur, greeted by wildly cheering thousands, 


declared in Melbourne today he had e- ery confidence of "ultimate suc- 
cess" in the battle to crush Japan's far-flung invasion armies, but 
cautioned against too eager hopes for an immediate Allied grand ' 
offensive. 
.ns the hero of Bataan began to plan strategy to wrest the initiative 


from Japan, a war department bulletin reported that defenders of the 
Philippines still were carrying on the MacArthur tradition of aggressive- , 
ness.A Vv ashington communique said American and Filipino troops made 
a surprise attack on Japanese forces near Zamboanga on Mindanao 
island, 600 miles south of Bataan, and inflicted heavy casualties on the 
enemy. 
While great crowds accorded General MacArthur a hero's welcome, 


United Nations airmen were officially credited with sinking another 
Japanese heavy cruiser in a daring raid on Rabaul, New Britain. 


Australia's prime minister, John Curtin, said the cruiser—the 64th 


enemy warship sunk or damaged in the Far Pacific theatre—was sent 
to the bottom, smoking and aflame, by bombers which attacked through 
violent anti-aircraft fire in daylight, beat off enemy pursuit planes and 
returned to their base intact. 
It was the 27th on the list of Japanese warships and merchant 


vessels sunk or damaged in less than two weeks in the battle for the 
approaches to Australia. 


In Melbourne, General MacArthur acknowledged the crowd's tumul- 


tuous welcome with a brief, straight-from-the-shoulder address.

It is the Red Cross First Aid book, and it's even 


outselling the Bible at the present time. 


More than nine million copies have corne off the 


press since Pear Harbor, and the printers are trying to 
step up their production beyond the current 100,000 a 
day. 


Red Cross headquarters estimate the book's read- 


ers are enrolling in first-aid training courses at the rate 
of 40,000 a day. The Warren county chapter reports 
that 425 women are enrolled in local classes, along with 
300 participating in the nursing instructions. 


Such words as tourniquet and pressure point and 


traction splint are finding their way into our everyday 
vocabulary. 


These figures should help to quiet the charge of 


"complacency," at least in one phase of our war effort. 
They indicate there are, throughout the country, as well 
as right here in Warren, persons who realize that "it 
can happen here," and who will be able to meet the em- 
ergency when and if the bombers come.

RETRIEVING GOLF BALLS FROM WATER. 
HAZARDS NOW BIG BUSINESS: TALE OF 
HOW ALSAB FAILED TO EXIST 


The rubber crisis has boosted the retrieving of golf balls from 


water hazards into the realm of big business which has received official 
recognition from the Professional Golfers' Association. Fred Corcoran, 
tournament manager for the PGA, has entered an agreement with a 
trio of men who have retrieved as many as 75,000 lost balls in a single 
day 
Their salvage operations in water holes on golf links averages 


them about 500,000 balls a year. They use a diver's helmet fed by a 
gasoline-driven air pump, and, if the pickings are good, move in a 
dredge that lifts balls by the hundreds from their hiding places 
They 


estimate that some golf courses are graveyards to as many as 1,000 00u 
lost balls in water holes today, and any number have up to oOO.OOU. 
The PGA tournament director has entered an agreement with the three 
—J C Rainey, Paul Thills of Miami, and Rainey's son-in-law, R. E. 
Miles of California—to work with club professionals throughout the 
country on one of three plans: The club to receive a percentage of the 
retrieved balls, receive a fiat sum for the concession, or employ the 
retrieving crew and take all balls recovered. If this plan proves effec- 
tive, golfers may not have to hide their sticks for the duration, after all.
